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The Girl Hoodlum. 


At this time, when so much is being 
written and said about the "enlarge- 
ment of woman's sphere," it is well 
enough to consider the results of the 
movement and to be warned against 
some of the lines along which it has a 
tendency to extend. 
There are plenty 
of examples before the eyes of every 
observing man and woman to em- 
phasize the warning. Let the reader 
go to the church, the theater, the race 
traclv, the parlis, the social gatherings 
of all grades; let him observe alike the 
belles of the upper-tendom on the 
promenade and the factory girls on 
their way home after worj<, he will see, 
if he is not already aware, how abun- 
dantly hoodlumism is scattered among 
the rising generation of 
American 
women. The girl hoodlum is a mod- 
ern product, yet few people fail to un- 
derstand the term. It is not necessary 
to explain it further than to say that it 
stands for a type of feminine rowdyism 
which is vicious in its example and es- 
sentially offensive to all well-bred and 
well-meaning persons. 
No accessories 
of wealth can make it respectable, no 
arts of dress or adornment can dis- 
guise it, no depth of poverty excuse it 
in any one of intelligence and proper 
home teaching. 
Many causes have 
been assigned for the growth of this 
unsightly excrescence on our social 
life —among them the influence of the 
common schools. To all who have 
been inclined to believe in this idea 
we would simply recommend ft thor- 
ough investigation of methods and cus- 
toms prevailing in those fashionable 
private institutions of learning which 
the sweet girl graduates are wont to 
call Yem Sems. The common schools 
have their faults, but, all these con- 
sidered, they will not suffer by the 
comparison in this respect. The rich 
are too prone to rear their daughters 
in a belief that there is some kind of 
degradation in acquaintance with the 
details of 
houselieeping and 
home 
duties. 
TLie poor man's 
daughter 
catches the infection and shuns the 
useiul knowledge from the time she 
can find other wage-producing work. 
Yet they all expect to marry, and the 
poor girl no more desires her husband 
to do the housework than the rich 
girl desires to be at the mercy of her 
servants. 
"The enlargement of wom- 
an's sphere" is in itself a blessing to 
thousands, but it should not be al- 
lowed to result in the abandonment by 
masses of women of the field in which 
lies their advantage and supreme au- 
thority. Neither should the movement 
for woman's rights teach the neglect of 
woman's duties. It is the women who 
are interested in these points more 
than the men. The growth of hood- 
lumism among girls is a bad sign in 
our social life. AVe have sufficiently 
indicated that this peculiar feminine 
development is not confined to any 
station or class. It prevails among 
rich and poor very much alike. Nei- 
ther is the girl hoodlum any worse in 
fact than the boy hoodlum, tho igh she 
seems worse, probably on account of 
the higher plane woman occupies ir. 
the popular estimation. In conclusion 
the iiepu 6 Zi' an disclaims anyintenticc 
to charge that hoodlumism is sweeping 
over the country like a tidal wave to 
engulf American womanhood. It is 
already too prevalent, and is appar- 
ently increasing, but it lies in the 
power of the sensible women in this 
country to stay its progress, and the 
effort is worth making- Let every 
women teach her daughter that no 
higher compliment can ever be paid 
her than the simple words, "She is a 
perfect lady," addressed to other ea?; 
than her own.—St. Louis Bepublic&iu

No man stood higher in the profession 
than Dr, Ayers. He was a frequent con- 
tributer to the medical journals of the 
day, and an active member of the Amer- 
ican, state and local medical associations, 
being president of the Indiana society in 
1871. 


Dr. Ayres had a strong religious 
character and connected himself with 
the church in early year?. He was an 
ardent worker in the Sunday school of 
the First Presbyterian church and was 
for many years its superintendent. 


He was a self made man and triumph- 
ed from an humble place to one of honor 
and distinction among his follow citi- 
zens. 


His wife and three children. Dr. S. C. 
Ayres, the noted oculist of Cincinnati, 
Mrs. A. M. Babcock and H. B. Ayres, 
of this city, survive him. The funeral

Congressman Bynum, of this stale, 
has prepared a bill which is intended to 
meet the maneuvers of the Bell tele- 
phone company in Indiana. 
It is en- 
titled: "A bill limiting the damages to 
be recovered by any patentee or assignee 
iheieof in certain cages, and restricting 
the jurisdiction of courts therein." 
It 
provides that in case of the infringement 
of a patent the patentee cannot enjoin 
the infringer, but he can sue him for 
damages incurred. Since the legislature 
pagged a bill limiting telephone charges 
to S3 a month, the Bell telephone peo- 
ple have claimed that compensation 
would not enable them to do business 
at a profit in the state. Under this bill, 
therefore, the infringer could set up ^as 
a pretense that the Bell Telephone com- 
panp incurred no damages, because, ac- 
cording to their own statement, they 
could not do business at a profit, there- 
fore no damage could accrue to them.) 


DEATH OF HON. DANIEL MANNING. 


Hon. Daniel Manning, ex-secretary of 
the treasury, died at his home in Albany, 
N. Y., Saturday afternoon. 


America has lost a distinguished citi- 
zen, and the democratio party a great 
leader. 


From all parts of the nation come re- 
grets at the untimely death of a gentle- 
man who achieved greatness on his own 
merits, and whose energy, intelligence 
and ability impressed everything and 
every one until he won a place 
among 
the foremost men of the country. 
His 
life, 
his 
success, are lessons to every 
young man, and points out the honora- 
ble possibilities within their reach. 


Daniel Manning was born in Albany, 
N. T., August 16, 1832. 
At an early 
age he entered the printing ofBce of the 
Albany Argua^ and in due time rose to 
be a compositor in the office 
of 
that 
journal. At that time William Cassidy 
was its editor. Always on the lookout 
for young men of energy to assist him in 
the conduct of his paper, Cassidy took 
particular notice of Manning, who was a 
hale, handsome youth, considerable of a 
hero, bright, as well as courageous and 
energetic, and when he was about twen- 
ty Cassidy gave him a position as re- 
porter on the staff of the 
Argus, 
As 
such his first assignments were in the 
chambers of the New York assembly. 
Manning soon became known to the po- 
litical leaders of the house, and it was 
not long before he evinced ability in ma- 
nipulating the vote of his county. 
He 
rose in business step by step, and be- 
came president of the Argus company at 
Albany. In personal appearance Man- 
ning was tall, large and handsome. While 
he figured successfully in public, 
his 
strength was less as an orator than in 
counsel and as a political manager. 
An 
indication of his character is to be found 
in his casting the vote of New York as a 
unit during the proceedings of the dem- 
ocratic 
convention in Chicago, 
the 
purpose of the amendment upon which 
the vote was being taken being the sub- 
stitution of individual for 
collective 
voting. 
Protests could not shake ids 
purpose, which he carried out with a 
strong hand. Occupying as he did the 
most confidential relations with the new 
president, his appointment to the posi- 
tion of secretary of the treasury was 
more than expected. During the earlier 
months of Mr. Cleveland's administra- 
tion he exercised more than an ordinary 
influence upon its affairs, but he had 
only been in office about eleven months 
when he was stricken down at his d^k 
in the treasury department, March 23, 
1886, with somettiing that greatly re- 
sembled apoplexy. He was able for 
nearly another year to carry on the busi- 
ness of his office after a fashion, but was 
anxious to be relieved, and dropped most 
of his work except the perfunctory 
duties and February 
14, 
1887, his 
resignation was accepted. New York 
capitalists in the meantime had or- 
ganized the Western bank in that city 
and Mr. Manning became its nominal 
head. 
Early last spring he went to 
Europe, but did not derive any substan- 
tial benefit from the trip. He never 


gained any great degree of strength 
after he left Washington, and left New 
York a few days ago to be among his 
friends at Albany. 


Mr. Manning was first married to Miss 
Mary Little, in 1853. She died in 1882, 
leaving two sons, James Hilton Man- 
ning, who is managing editor of the At- 
guSf and Frederick Clinton Manning, 
who is an active young business man in 
Albany. These young men inherit in 
no degree whatever their father's polit- 
ical estate. When Mr. Manning accept- 
ed the position of secretary of the treas- 
ury, he was chairman of the democratic 
state committee, which position he re- 
signed when the next state convention 
met. He was also president of the Ar- 
gus company, president of the Albany 
National Commercial bank, one of the 
park commissioners of that city, a direc- 
tor in the Albany street railroad com- 
pany and in the electric light company, 
and was a trustee in the Fort Orange 
club corporation of Albany. On Novem- 
ber 19, 1884, he married Miss Mary 
Marguerita Fryer, of Albany.

Daiiiel Calla^han, the Great Irish Mer- 
chant. 


One of the ablest and most accom- 
plished merchants that Ireland ever 
produced was Daniel Callaghan. 
He 
set up, when but a stripling, in the 
butter trade, but was refused credit 
for £400 at Tonson & Warren's bank, 
as his first experience. He, however, 
finally obtained the aid he was in need 
of, and from that time pursued his 
business with great success. 


A great London merchant •iook the 
whole provision contract at the time 
and the Cork merchants combined to 
engross the market. This was the mo- 
ment chosen by Callaghan to reap the 
reward of the study he had bestowed so 
inquiringly and systematically upon the 
business of his choice. Alarmed at their 
position, one of the Londoners came 
over, and was still more dismayed when 
he reached Cork. Yonng Callaghan 
introduced himself, and what was then 
thought a most presuming thing on 
his part, he gave a dinner to the Lon- 
doner, to which, however, he had some 
diffictdty in getting guests. He soon 
showed the London firm the game it 
should play, and to their enlightenment 
expounded all the resources at their 
command. 
A share of the contract 
was immediately given him, and before 
the year expired the same firm handed 
Callaghan £10,000 on his OWQ word, 
after having hesitated onlynine months 
before to take his bond for a few hun- 
dred. 


There have been Irish merchants 
who realized greater fortunes tl»n Cal- 
laghan, who was rated at considerably 
above a million sterling; but it was the 
splendid style in which he transacted 
his affairs; his off-hand dealkg, his 
liberality and contempt for peddling, 
and his complete mercantile accom- 
plishments, that placed him atthe head 
of iha Irish oommeroial w »IdL,

•What is granulation of the eyelids ? 
What are its cause, symptoms, and 
cure ? Is it the cause of movable lines 
over the sight ?" are questions that are 
often askei 
There is no connection 
between disease and the lines men- 
tioned. 
The latter are of little impor- 
tance. Most people may see them on 
looking steadily at a white wall or a 
cloud. 
They are supposed to be shad- 
ows of objects within the eye—parts of 
its structure—thrown on the retina, 
and thence projected, greatly enlarged, 
into space. They trouble short-sighted 
people more than others, but they do 
not indicate disease. 


Granulated lids are a form of "con- 
junctivities," an inflammation of the 
mucous membrane whicn lines the lids 
and front of the eyeballs, called the 
conjunctiva. 


There are four varieties of "conjunc- 
tirities. " With two of them we have, 
at present, nothing to do. The infan- 
tile, which is due to contagion, and 
may speedily result in blindness if not 
promptly treated, and the diphtheritic, 
which occurs mainly in feeble and ill- 
fed children, and which is a serious dis- 
ease, but, thus far, it is not known to 
' have appeared in this country, though 
German immigration may at any time 
bring it here. 


The other two varieties are the "sim- 
ple" and the "contagious," The simple 
is generally due either to some irri- 
tating substance getting lodged under 
the lid or to exposure to cold. In the 
first case the trouble subsides on the 
removal of the offending cause. In the 
second, a simple wash, which should be 
prescribed by a physician, with rest for 
the eyes and protection from dust and 
sun, will soom remove inflammation. 


By neglect and aggravation from sur- 
roundings it may run into the conta- 
gious. In the simple form the secre- 
tion is only mucous, but if it passes into 
the contagious the secretion becomes 
purulent. 


As a general thing, the contagious 
form is due to contagion from a similar 
case, or from some other foul secretions 
in the blood. A single infected child 
at school may give it to many of his 
mates. 
Cases of blindness have so re- 
sulted. 
A towel used in common has 
often imparted it. 
One should never 
wipe with another's towel. 


The granulations are minute, swol- 
len protuberances under the lid, some- 
times 
quite fine, sometimes large 
enough to give the lid a puffed look. 
They strongly incline to become puru- 
lent, and thus contagious. 
They are 
most common among children living in 
badly ventilated rooms. 


In both simple and contagious "con- 
junetivities" the main reliance is on as- 
triQgent washes, but for the treatment 
of a contagious case the physician 
should be promptly called. 
No one 
suffering from it should be allowed to 
»ttend school.—Com'panion,

Hawaiian Islands. 


The rapid extinction of the naiiYe 
popnlation of the islands is one of the 
knarrelB 
of history. 
When 
Capt. 
Cook explored the islands he made a 
careful estimate of the people and fixed 
the number at 400,000. A half centnry 
saw them cut down one half, while 
thirty-seven years ago, when the first 
Aconrate census was taken, the number 
was found reduced to 81,453. 
The re- 
duction has been steady and rapid ever 
since, the census of 1878 showing 44,088 
native Hawaiians, and that of 1884 
only 40,014 natives while the pres- 
ent estimate is 36,000. 
The half-castes 
who numbered only 750 in 1850, have 
increased to 4,218. The Chinese, who 
were represented by only 300 coolies 
thirty-seven years ago, now have 19,000 
of whom 950 are women. The last 
census gave 9,377 Portuguese, 2,066 
Americans, 1,282 British, 1,600 Ger- 
mans, 192 French and 1,850 other for- 
eigners. 


The diseases of civilization have 
swept clean of native Hawaiians whole 
districts that once boasted a dense pop- 
ulation, while drunkenness and other 
vices have slain their tens of thousands. 
No systematic effort has been made by 
the government to check the ravages of 
disease or to stay the introduction of 
deadly vices. 
Leprosy has become 
more prevalent of late years, and 
although there is a hospital at Hono- 
lulu and a lazaretto on the lonely 
island of Molokai, the disease increase» 
rapidly. 
This is owing to the careless- 
ness of the authorities, who do not in- 
sist upon the transfer of lepers to 
Molokai- A rich man stricken with 
this awful malady is allowed to live 
at home and carry on his business, 
while the poor axe consigned to the 
living death in the leper settlement. 
The missionaries did good work in re- 
tarding the extinction of the natives, 
but of late both drunkenness and the 
opium vice have spread alarmingly, 
and the best observers declare that the 
close of this century will see the end of 
the once powerful Hawaiian race. 


The natives have the virtue of hospi- 
tality, good nature, and honesty, but 
they are incorrigibly indolent and have 
no more care for the morrow than the 
American Indian. 
Like the Indian, 
they are fond of games and all outdoor 
sports. 
Given an abundant supply of 
poi, a species of flour made from the 
root of the taro plant, and the Hawaiian 
is content. 
He has a good voice and is 
passionately fond of singing, and shows 
no small skill in playing on musical in- 
struments. One of the sights that 
most impresses the visitor to the islands 
is the spectacle of the wretched lepers 
at Molokai, sitting under the banana 
trees in the brilliant moonlight and 
singing the native songs with their 
mournful refrain, while earth and sea 
and fOcy seem to unite in proclaiming 
that here is the earthly paradise that 
the poets have vainly sought; here on 
rock-bound Molokai, where the shadow 
of a more awful death than Dante ever 
dreamed of lies on the heads of the 
doomed minstrels and makes a mock- 
ery of this surpassingly beautifml trop- 
ical scene.—Co.smojwlitan. 


Confession of a Tramp. 
I could never understand, writes a 
professional tramp, why some men form 
the degrading habit of work, toiling 
ten hours a day, squandering their 
money for board, washing, and mend- 
ing, and keep it up, when they can live 
for nothing on scraps. 
This points to

The fearful working habit is formed by 
the majority in early youth and worn 
as a galling yoke through life, thus 
proving conclusively that we made a 
great mistake in allowing ourselves to 
be born before our i')arents got rich 
and rode in an open barouche.

a hollow mockery, worn solely with in- 
tent to deceive the public. I wear no 
ornaments whatever except in extremely 
cold weather, when I have been seen 
wearing a small jiearly bead pendant 
from the end of my nose. 
This style 
of jewelry, I hear, enjoyed the usual 
run in the public schools this winter, 
worn by rich and poor alike, regardless 
of cost and with that reckless sangfroid 
so noticeable in this country during 
flush times.

There was a sudden movement back 
from the spot, but the leader of the 
singing sang on without faltering. As 
the preacher rose an officer suggested 
the suspension of the service until the 
brigade could be moved under the pro- 
tection of an intervening hill. 


As the throng moved away a shell 
did explode and killed and wounded 
five men. 
After the service the chap- 
lain went back to the spot whence they 
had moved and found that twent}' 
shells had fallen and exploded in the 
space.—Excha7ige.

President Jackson and the Baby. 


Judge A. K. Boteler, now of the At- 
torney General's office at Washington, 
was a boy at Princeton College when 
President Jackson made his famous 
tour of the Eastern States in 
1833. 
It was taken shortly after his famous 
nullification 
decree, 
and the North 
went wild in their adulation of Old 
Hickory. 
Baltimore and Philadelphia 
had received Jackson in grand style, 
and he was to pass through Princeton 
on his way to New York. 
Judge 
Boteler's eyes now brighten as he tells 
how excited the college boys were 
over Jackson's expected coming, and 
they twinkled as he told me how he, 
with several of his mates, ran away 
from Princeton the night before, and 
went to meet the President at Trenton 
that they might accompany him to 
Princeton. 
During the journey the 
following 
incident occurred, 
which I 
give in Judge Boteler's own words: 


"The people came in crowds from the 
surrounding country to see the Presi- 
dential party pass by, and Gen. Jack- 
son was uniformly kind to all. Ha 
rode in a splendid four-horse coach, 
which was driven by Old Resides, the 
noted stage owner, and Gen. Eaton, 
the Secretary of War, sat beside Jack- 
son in the coach. 
About midway in 
the journey a poor woman was seen out 
in the plowed 
fields 
alongside of the 
road, hurrying toward the carriage. 
She had almost reached the road, when 
the carriages came up. 
The coachmen 
were about to whip up their horses, 
when Jackson, 
seeing the woman, 
called out in stentorian tones, 'Halt!' 


"As the carriage stopped, he said to 
Eaton: 'Don't you see that lady? she 
wishes to meet us.' 


"At this moment the poor bare- 
headed woman, with a little baby un- 
der her arm, had reached the fence. As 
she crawled through and stood looking 
anxiously from one face of the party to 
the other. 
Gen. Jackson raised his 
tall white hat and courteously said, 
'Madam, can we do anything for you?, 


"Rather abashed, the poor woman 
replied: 'I want to see the President.' 


"At this Jackson again raised his hat 
and said, 'I am he, and I am glad to 
know you. 
And is that fine boy your 
baby ? 
liOt me have him.' 


"The woman handed the dirty-faced 
infant to Old Hickory. 
Jackson took 
it, and held it up before him. 


" 'Ah! 
There is a fine specimen of 
American childhood. I think, madam, 
your boy will make a fine nian some 
day.' 


"Then, with a quick gesture, he put 
the dirty face of the infant close to the 
face of Secretary Eaton, saving quickly 
and soberly, 'Eaton, kiss him ?' 


"Gen. Eaton pretended to do so with 
a wry face, amid the laughter of the 
crowd, and Jackson then handed the 
baby back to the happy mother."—F. 
G. Carpenter, in the 
Cosmopolitan.

1ml lea of the npper-tendom on the 
promenade and the factory girl* on 
their way home after work, he will nee, 
if he ii not already aware, how abun- 
dantly noodlumiam i» scattered among 
ttie "*ing generation of American 
women. The girl hoodlum i* a mod- 
ern product, yet few people fail to un- 
derstand the term. It is not necessary 
to explain it further than to «ay that it 
•tandi for a type of feminine rowdyism 
which it ricioua> in its example and ee- 
nentially oflensire to all well-bred and 
well-meaning persona. No accessories 
of wealth can make it respectable, no 
arts of dreaa or adornment can dis- 
guise it, no depth of poverty excuse it 
in any one of intelligence and proper 
home 
teaching. 
Many causes hare 


l»een assigned for the growth of this 
unsightly ex<-re*cence on our social 
life— among them the influence of the 
common schools. 
To all who have 


been inclined to beliere in this idea 
we would simply recommend a thor- 
ough investigation of method, and cus- 
toms prerailinR m those fashionable 
private institutions of learning which 
the swfet girl graduates are wont to 
call F«m heiss. The common schools 
have their fault.% but, all these con- 
sidered, they will cot suffer by the 
comparison in this reapect. The rich 
are too prone tn rear their daughters 
in a belief that there is some kind of 
degradation in acquaintance with the 
details of housekeeping and 
home 


duties. Tie poor man's daughter 
catches the infection and shuns the 
n^tnl knowledge from the time she 
can find other wage-producing wur;. 
Vet they all eipet-t to marry, and the 
poor girl no more desires her husband 
to do the housework than the rich 
girl deaires to be at the mercy of her 
Berranto. "The enlargement ol wom- 
an's sphere" is in itself a blessing to 
thousands, but it should not be al- 
lowed to result in the abandonment by 
masses of women of the fit-Id in which 
lies their advantage and supreme aa* 
thority. Neither should the movement 
for woman's rights teach the neglect of 
woman's duties. It is the women who 
are interented in these points n.or« 
than the men. The growth of hood- 
lumism among girls is a bad sign in 
our social life, 
»*e have sufficiently 


indicated th.it this peculiar feminin« 
development is not confined to aiij 
station <>r class. It prevails amon* 
rich and |»oor very muct alike. 
Nei- 


ther is the girl hoodlum any worn* in 
fact th-in the boy hoodlum, tho :gh ahe 
seems worse, probably on account of 
the higher plane woman occupies IL 
the popular estimation. In conclusion 
tho Krpulli amliwUimsanyintenti.n 
to charge that hoodlumism is swefmng 
over the country like a tidal w*ve to 
engulf American womanhood. 1 1 is 
already too prevalent, and is appar- 
ently increasing, but it lies in the 
power of the sensible women in this 
country to star its progress, and the 
effort is worth making. J*t e\ery 
women teach her daughter that no 
higher compliment can ever 1** paid 
her than the simple words, "She » a 
perfect lady," addressed to other ea( 
than her own. — *S'.

M<«t people mav see them on 


looking steadily at a whito wall or a 
cloud. They are supposed to 1* whad- 
ows of objects within the eye—part1* of 
its structure—thrown on ihe retina, 
and thence projected, prt-atly enlarged, 
into space. Thev trouble short-wight*--! 
people more than others, but they do 
not indicate disease. 


(•ratmlated lids are a form of **con- 


junctivitiets" an inflammation of the 
mucous membrane whicu lint1* the lids 
and front of the eyeballs called the 
conjunctiva, 


Tlit-re are four varietien of "conjunc- 


trMties." With two of them we have, 
at present, nothing to do. The infan- 
tile, which is dtie to contagion, and 
mav npeedilv result in blindness if not 
pnimptly treated, and th* diphtheritic, 
which occurs mainlv in feeble and ill- 
fed children, and which is a serious dis- 
ease, but, thus far, it i* not known to 
have appeared in this country, though 
German immigration may at any time 
bring it here. 


The other two varieties are the "sim- 


ple" and the "contagious." The simple 
is generally due either to some irri- 
tating substance getting lodged under 
the lid or to exposure to cold. In the 
first case the trouble subsides on the 
removal of the offending cause. In the 
second, a wimple wash, which should be 
prescribed by a physician, with rest for 
the even and protection from dust and 
sun. will Konm remove inflammation. 


By nefclpet and aggravation from sur- 


roundings it may run into the conta- 
gion*. In the simple form the secre- 
tion in only muoona, bnt if it passe* into 
tbe contagious the secretion become* 
purulent 


As a general thing, the contagion* 


form u du* to containon from a similar 
cane, or from some other foul secretions 
in the blood. A single infected child 
at school mar give it to many of hi* 
mate*. Case* of blind ne*s have no re- 
united. A towel used in common ha* 
often imparted it One should nvver 
wii* with another's tow*I. 


The granulations are minute, swol 


leu prntutxrances under the lid, tome- 
time* 
quite fine, sometime* Urge 


enough to give the lid a puffed look. 
They strongly incline to become puru- 
lent, and thus contagious. They ar* 
movt common among children living ia 
badlr TpntilatM rooms. 


In both simple and contagion* "con- 


junct iritiea" the main reliance is on as- 
triucent wash**, but for the treatment 
of a contagious case th* physician 
should be promptly called. No on* 
iuffV ring from it should be, allowed to 
%tt*nd school. —Companion.

The diseases of civilization hare 


swept clean of native Hawaiians whole 
districts that once toasted a dense pop- 
ulation, while drunkenness and other 
rices hare slain their tens of thousands. 
No systematic effort 
h%s been made by 


the government to check the ravages of 
disease or t<> ntav the introduction of 
deadly rice*. 
leprosy ha* become 


more prevalent of late year*, and 
although there is a hospital at Hono- 
lulu and a lazaretto on the lonely 
island of Molokai, the disease increase* 
rapidly, Thii is owing to the careless* 
new of the authorities, who do not in- 
sist upon the transfer of lepcn to 
MolokaL 
A rich man stricken with 


this awfnl malady is allowed to lire 
at home and carry on hit business, 
while the jroor are consigned to the 
living death in the leper settlement. 
The missionaries did good work in re- 
tarding the extinction of the natives, 
bnt of late both drunkenness an I tbe 
opium vice have spread alarmingly, 
and the best observers declare thst the 
lose of this century will nee the end of 
tbe once powerful Hawaiian race. 


The natives have the virtue of hospi- 


tality, good nature, and honesty, but 
they are incorrigibly indolent and have 
no more care fur the morrow tban the 
American Indian. Like the Indian, 
.hey are fond of games and all outdoor 
sports, 
(liven an ahnndant supply of 


[>oi, a species of dour made from the 
root of th« taro plant, and the Hawaiian 
s content. He has a good voice and is 


.askmately fond of singing, and shows 


no small skill in playing on musical in- 
struments. * tne of the sight* that 
ao«t impresses the visitor to the i&lmds 
is the spectacle of tbe wretched lepert 
at Molokai, sitting under the banana 
.roes in the brilliant moonlight and 
singing t he na ti\ e songs with their 
mournful refrain, while earth and sea 
a*>l sky NC»om to unite in proclaiming 
'.hat here is the earthly paradiae that 
he poets have vainly nought; here on 
rock-bound Molokai, where the shadow 
)f a more awful death than Dante trer 
[reamed of lies on the heads of the 
loomed minstrel* and makes a mock- 
re of this surpassingly beautifml trop- 
cal scene.—t'oxnioj>o/tfari.

Aliont midway in 
the journey a poor woman was aeen out 
in the plowed fields alongside of th* 
rosA hurrying toward the carriage. 
She had almost reached the road, when 
the carriages came up. The coachmen 
were about to whip up their horses, 
when Jackaon, seeing the woman, 
called out in stentorian tonea, 'Halt!' 


"A* the carriage stopped, he aaid to 


Eaton: 'Don't you see that lady? she 
wishes to meet us.' 


"At this moment the poor bare- 


beaded woman, with a little baby un- 
der her arm, had reached the fence. As 
ahe crswled through and st<«d looking 
anxiously from one face of the party to 
the other. Gen. Jackaon raised hia 
tall white hat ami courteously said, 
'Madam, can we do anything for you?, 


"Rather ala-shed, the j-oor woman 


replied: 'I want to see the President.' 


"At this Jackson again raised his hat 


and said. 'I am he, and I am glad to 
know yon. And is that fine boy your 
baby? I.et me have him.' 


"The woman handed the dirty-faced 


infant to Old Hickory. Jackson took 
it, and held it up before him.

I think, madam, 


your boy will make a tine man some
